candidacy for the Republican 
presidential nomination. 

Cake, a Portland lawyer, is a 
former’ president of the United 
States Savings and Loan League 
and now is president of the Equi- 
table Savings and Loan Associa- 
tion. 

After Willkie had announced 
Cake’s appointment at a press 
conference, he was asked if re- 
porters could take the appoint- 
ment as “your formal announce- 
ment of your candidacy?” 

“Yes,” Willkie replied, “you 
may say that—if there is anyone 
who didn’t already know I was 
going to run.”

MOSCOW, Feb. 15 (AP).—The 
Russians have halted a heavy 
tank attack launched by the Ger- 
mans northwest of Zvenigorodka, 
in an unsuccessful attempt to 
rescue the remnants of 10 Nazi 
divisions trapped in the Cherkasy 
pocket, the army newspaper Red 
Star said today, while at the 
northern end of the front two So- 
viet armnies are moving closer to 
the enemy stronghold of Pskov. 

Red Star reported the German 
tank attack in the northwest cor- 
ner of the upper Dnieper River 
bend was exceedingly fierce and 
that Field Marshal Fritz von 
Mannstein apparently was un- 
mindful of the amount of men 
and machines he was losing. It 
was hurled against a narrow sec- 
tor and was stopped after a 
slight, wedge-like penetration, the 
dispatch said. 

Fighting was most violent 
northwest of Zvenigorodka and 
west of captured Korsun, core of 
Nazi resistance in the trap, Red 
Star pointed out that the ranks 
of the enemy within the trap 
have been markedly reduced and 
that even if a few tanks crashed 
the Soviet lines, the Germana’ 
great losses would in no way com- 
pensate them for what they would 
find, 

Large Part of Force Killed. 

Of the 100,000 to 150,000 Ger- 
mang originally reported trapped 
two weeks ago, there is reason to 
believe that not more than 50,000 
remain, Red Star said.

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Roosevelt Reveals Allied Orders

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt declared to- 
day that Allied forces were shell- 
ing the famed Benedictine mon- 
astery in Italy because it was be-

He took occasion, at a press 


conference, to release the text of 
two orders issued by Allied com- 
manders in the Mediterranean 
theater last December with refer- 
ence to the preservation of monu- 
ments and cultural and historic 
shrines. 

One was an order of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, command- 
er-in-chief in- that theater at 
the time, who said that monu- 
ments were bound to be respected 
“go far as war allows.” 

“Tf we have to choose between 
destroying a famous building and 
sacrificing our own men,” the 
order said, “then our men’s lives 
count infinitely more and the 
buildings must go. ...in many 
cases the monuments can be 


spared without apd determent to 
operational nee Nothing can 
stand against t e argument of 
military necessity... .. But the 
phrase ‘military necessity’ is some- 
times used where it would be more 
truthful to speak of military con- 
venience or even personal conven- 
ience. I do not want it to cloak 
slackness or indifference.” 

On the same date, Eisenhower's 
chief of staff, Lt. Gen. W. B. 
Smith, issued an order that no 
building listed as a work of art 
by the political warfare executive 
was to be used for military pur- 
poses without explicit permission 
of a top-Allied commander,

The bombs drove about 300 Ger- 
mans out of the massive Benedic- 
tine monastery. Once they ap- 
peared in the open, American ar- 
tifferymen opened up with a bar- 
rage of shells that covered the

As the smoke of the aerial bom- 
bardment died down, American big 
guns opened up on the abbey and 
on German hillcrest positions. 

Following the first bombing at- 
tacks, carried out by 100 Fort- 
resses, 150 medium bombers struck 
at the monastery. Explosives and 
incendiaries, observers reported, 
seemed to have set afire every- 
thing on the hill. 

The Allies yesterday warned 
monks and refugees to vacate the 
monastery. 

There was no information avail- 
able here whether American 
troops, fighting only a few hun- 
dred yards away, had occupied the 
abbey after this thunderous fire, 
or on the extent of the damage 
to the monastery. 

(The Rome radio said that Rome 
was bombed at 10:30 a. m. today 
by Allied planes which “dived 
down to machine-gun the popuia- 
tion,”) 

Fighting in Cassino. 

American troops battling in 
Cassino itself were said unoffi- 
cially to have occupied one-third 
of that town in bitter house-to- 
house fighting.

Ujelang on Route to 
Truk Hit—Carrier 
Force Blasts Air Base

UNITED STATES FLEET 
HEADQUARTERS, Pearl Harbor, 
Feb. 15 (AP).—The Americans and 
Japanese have traded aerial 
punches in the Pacific, with the 
United States Navy centering the 
heaviest blow in a three-day pound- 
ing of Eniwetok and striking three 


other atolls at widespread points 


in the mid-Pacific group. 


The Navy said that United 
States carrier planes, in six at- 
tacks, caused severe damage to the 
Eniwetok air base which is the 
enemy's most valuable stepping 
stone for feeding planes into the 
Marshalls from Truk in the Caro- 
lines. There was no ground fire 
or fighter opposition. 

A Pacific fleet spokesman said 
the extended attacks on Eniwetok 
were made “in considerable force.” 
One plane was ferced down but 
the crew was rescued by a de 
etroyer. 

Eniwetok previously was at- 
tacked heavily by carrier planes 
oh Jan. 30 and Feb. 5. 

Moderate Damage by Japs. 

Roi Island of Kwajalein Atoll 
was thg target of the Japanese, 
making their first raid Friday on. 
American positions in the Mar- 
shalls. Adm. Chester W. Nimitz 
said the attack caused only “mod- 
erate damage and casualties.” 

It was believed that the BE 
mese raiders flew from Ponape or 
Kusaie in the Carolines, because 
it seemed unlikely the Japanese 
are able to put planes in the air 
from positions they still hold in 
the Marshalls. American bombing 
has ruined their air fields. 

Navy search planes made small-

To reach Ujelang, the Navy 
planes had to reach out almost to 
the Caroline Islands. Ujelang is 
midway between Eniwetok and 
Ponape and can be classified in 
either the Marshalls or the Caro- 
lines. American planes attacked 
it first on Feb. 3. 

First Blows at Two Atolls.

U. S. Planes “Operate at Will.” 

In Washington, Secretary of the 
Navy Knox said that American 
carrier and land-based planes are 
“operating at will” in the Marshall 
Islands area and are carrying out 
attacks on islands between the 
Marshalls and Truk.

Volunteer solicitors will continue 
their canvassing through today, 
and the drive will end officially 
at midnight tonight. However, 
Chairman Walter J, Hein of the 
Metropolitan St. Louis War Fi- 
nance Committee, pointed out that 
purchases of E, F and G bonds 
made through this month will be 
included in the final official total.

Technologist Shows Wonders 
of Dehydration—Breakfast 
Out of Envelopes. 


Housewives of tomorrow will be 
spared the drudgery of fixing 
early morning breakfasts and will 
be plagued no longer by unexpect- 
ed dinner guests, Dr. Lamar Kish- 
‘lar, food technologist, predicted 
yesterday. Dehydration, the ear- 
liest known food preservation 
method which has been reborn by 
the impact of war, will make pos- 
sible this Utopia for weary wives, 
he told delegates to the annual 
convention of the Club Managers’ 
Association of America at Hotel 
Jefferson. 

Preparation of breakfast, he 
said, will be reduced to a simple 
matter of placing on the kitchen 
table for early-rising husbands a 
few envelopes labeled orange 
juice, cereal, coffee, jam and fruit 
—mix the crystals from the pack-. 
ets with water, and breakfast is 
ready. 

Many dehydrated foods are 
realities today, he said, but be- 
cause military needs have taken 
virtually the entire output, . the 
public must wait until after the 
war for square meals by the cubic 
inch, 

Dr. Kishlar exhibited a six-per- 
son serving of sweet potatoes in a 
packet no larger than the palm of 
the hand, a dozen apples and 
bananas the size and shape of a 
candy bar and other wonders that 
bordered on the unbelievable; 

“Dehydrated foods will solve the 
space problem of apartment dwell- 
ers,” said Dr. Kishlar, research 
manager of the Ralston Purina 
Co. of St. Louis. “Tomorrow a 
drawer of dehydrated food pack- 
ets will represent a better stocked 
eee than a loaded pantry to- 

ay.” . 


BREDECK WILL SEEK TO HIRE 
15 MORE SANITARY INSPECTORS 


In an attempt to anticipate 
trouble from insanitary conditions 
in the distribution of food, Health 
Commissioner Joseph F. Bredeck 
will request the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment to per- 
mit hig department to hire 15 ad- 
ditional sanitary inspectors for 
1944-45, it was learned today. 

Bredeck told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the chronic problem 
of possible food poisoning has 
been accentuated during the war 
by the increase in population, 
more people eating out, the larger 
number of small eating places, the 
problem of help and the diffi- 
culty of repairing and replacing 
equipment in these places. He 
said, however, St. Louis thus far 
had been fortunate in escaping 
any serious widespread food-poi- 
soning epidemic, but he sought to 
push precautionary measures, in- 
cluding adoption of a city ordi- 
mance requiring eating establish- 
ments to meet Health Department 
requirements before receiving a 
license to open. 

The Health Commissioner said 
the additional 15 inspectors would 
make it possible to inspect ade- 
quately the 10,000° food establish- 
ments in the city, of which about 
6500 are eating and drinking es- 
tablishments. His present staff 
of 12 amounts to a ratio of one 
inspector to 800. The normal in 
cities having over 300,000 popula- 
tion is one inspector to 300 es- 
tablishments, he added.

Work After Master’s 


Report on Sum Due 
Him in Patent Suit. 


Andrew F. Howe, 67-year-old in- 
ventor, went to his research lab- 
oratory as usual today, taking in 
his stride notification that a Mas- 
ter in Chancery has recommended 


|that he receive a basic net award 
+ |Of $3,681,382 plus 5 per cent: in- 


terest for a 14%-year period em- 
braced in his patent suit against 
the Commonwealth Steel Co., two 
of its officers, and the estate of 
Clarence H. Howard Jr. 

“It is another step on the way 
to victory,” Howe told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, “but I’m not 
counting my chickens before thsy 
are hatched. There may be con- 
siderable court procedure before 
my award is made final, Besides, 
I have work to do.” 

Howe, who lives with his wife 
and married daughter at 6945 Cor- 
nell avenue, University City, main- 
tains a research laboratory at 146 
President street, on the South St. 
Louis river front, where he is pro- 
ducing centrifugal machinery for 
drying coal and clarifying water. 
He invented his sand-mold device, 
basis of his suit, 34 years ago, 
when he was an employe of the 
Commonwealth Steel Co. 

Recommendation of the award 
is contained in a report of Mas- 
ter in Chancery E, P. Allen of 
Quincy, Ill., prepared for United 
States District Judge Charles G. 
Briggle of Springfield, Ill, and 
submitted yesterday to attorneys 
in the suit. 

Courts Have Upheld Claim. 

Howe's claim has been upheld 
by the federal courts, including 
the United States Supreme Court. 
An accounting under the direc- 
tion of Allen to determine the 
amount due to Howe for the use 
of his device required hearings at 
intervals for nearly 10 years, They 
were completed ay 27, 1943, and 
taken under consideration by 
Allen in preparation of his report. 

Commonwealth Steel was sold in 
1929 for 35 million dollars to the 
General Steel Castings Corpora- 
tion. One of the conditions of 
sale was that an impounded fund 
of nearly two million dollars, to 
apply in event of an award to 
Howe, be set aside in care of a 
Commonwealth stockholders’ com- 
mittee. This fund later was im- 
pounded by Judge Briggle. 

Besides the basic award to 
Howe, the Master in Chancery 
placed a value of $1,840,690 on the 
shop right# to the patent. Judge 
Briggle, however, will determine 
whether the company or the. in- 
ventor is entitled to this amount. 
It is anticipated the company may 
claim it on the ground that Howe 
developed his method While in the 
company’s employ: and. on. its 
time. Should it be awarded to 
Howe, in addition to the basic 
sum recommended, he would get 
$5,522,072 plus interest since July 
27, 1929. 

The maximum award is calculat- 
ed on a royalty of 7% per cent on 
total sales of $73,627,634 of the 
particular types of railroad cast- 
ings made from the Howe patent 
held by the company during the 
life of the patent, 1911-1928. 

Fees for His Attorneys. 

Joseph T. Davis, attorney for 
the inventor, who has handled ‘the 
suit since its inception in 1929, 
said..to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he would argue before Judge 
Briggle that Howe should receive 
the amount ascribed to shop 
rights as well as the basic sum. 

Davis is to receive 40 per cent 
of the amount recovered by Howe 
and is to pay other attorneys for 
the inventor, Lawrence C. Kings- 
land of St, Louis and Bruce 
Compbell of/ East St. Louis. De- 
fense attorneys include Danfel N. 
Kirby and Ethan A. H. Shepley.

HIN LIQUOR FIRN 
ACCUSED OF OPA 
PRICE VIOLATION 


Warrants Issued as Re- 
sult of Black Market 
inquiry—False Reports 
Also Charged. 


Warrants charging Sam East- 
man, manager of the Paramount 


Liquor Co., 2105 Pine street, and 
two officers and a saleSman of 
the company with selling liquor 
at prices in excess of Office of 
Price Administration ceilings, 
were issued today by United 
States Commissioner John A. 
Burke. 

The charges resulted from a 
joint OPA and Federal Alcohol 
Tax Unit investigation into black 
market activities. In addition to 
charges of violating price cefling 
regulations, the men are accused 
of conspiracy to violate a Federal 
law by making false entries on 
forms the Government requires to 
be kept on liquor transactions, 

Others Accused. 

Those charged, in addition to 

Eastman, were Harry Moll, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the company; 
Harry Hendin, assistant secretary, 
and Al Ginsberg, a salesman, who 
also is State manager for the 
American Distillery Co, Eastman 
was to appear today to make 
bond; the others were arrested 
and made bond, 
The information charged that 
whisky in large amounts, which 
was reported sold to Jack O’Shea, 
1208 Tamm avennue, was in fact 
sold to others at prices greatly in 
advance of OPA ceilings. It was 
charged also that numerous sales 
were made to a Joplin dealer at 
excess prices. 

Eastman’s wife is president of 
the Paramount company, but no 
action will be taken against her, 
Frank W. MHarpold, agent in 
charge of the alcohol tax unit, 
said. 

Harpold said he expected to 
make other arrests in the case, 
possibly this afternoon, Louls B. 
Sherr, who said he waa’ attorney 
for the concern, said he had made 
what he thought was an adequate 
explanation to alcohol tax unit au- 
thorities in Kansas City and that 
he had no further comment, 

Largest in State. 

The Paramount company is the 
largest wholesale distributor in the 
State, Harpold said, adding that 
he had no means of computing 
profits the company is alleged to 
have made in the last year on 
overcharges. He said that on one 
transaction of $10,575 the company 
realized an overcharge profit of 
$1356, and on another of $5792 
the overcharge was $600. — 

A citation requiring the com- 
pany to show cause why its basic 
permit to do business should not 
he suspended or revoked was is- 
sued last Friday, Harpold said, by 
John T. Burkett, Kansas City dis- 
trict supervisor of the alcohol tax 
unit. A hearing on the citation, 
which lists three charges of falsi- 
fication of records and one of OPA 
ceiling violations, is set for March 
10 in Harpold’s office, 

Harpold said the investigation of 
the Paramount company began 
several months ago when his at- 
tention was called to the fact the 
concern was cutting down sales to 
regular customers and. selling in 
large quantities to new customers.

MOSCOW, Feb. 15. 


HE steady forward movement of history seems to be forcing a 
solution of the Polish question, which now ranks as Europe's 


The Soviet Union does not seem eager to resolve this unilaterally, 


but it is faced with a situation where it cannot wait. The rest of) 


the world, it appears, must recognize this time factor or be left com- 
pletely out of any settlement which may be achieved. 


The attack last Saturday by the 
Communist organ Pravda on the 
Polish Government in London was 
the most outspoken and bitter 
commentary yet printed here on 
the problem which has produced 
some of the Soviet Union's angriest 
polemics. To most observers, it 
appears that there is no longer 
any possibility of negotiation with 
the present Polish authorities in 
exile. By way of emphasis, Prav- 
da’s article was printed Sunday in 
all other Russian papers of gen- 
eral circulation. 


Three Reasons for Outburst. 


Three things seem to be respon- 
sible for this newest assault: 


1. The negative approach which 
the Polish Government took to the 
Soviet Union's offer of Jan. 11 to 
negotiate on the basis of the Cur- 
zon line. To Soviet officials this 
offer represented a generous, sin- 
cere effort to reach a solution. 
They have repeatedly said that 
they want to see a strong, inde- 
pendent postwar Poland, but they 
have been equally firm about the 
Soviet Union’s western borders. 
Th will follow language lines 
and dill incorporate an area which 
Moscow feels ig essential for de- 
fense. 

The Polish refusal even to con- 
sider the Curzon line as a basis 
for future talks was apparently a 
genuine blow to leaders here. They 
now seem to have reached the 
conclusion that any dealings with 
the Polish exiled Government are 
impossible. 

2. The progress which the Red 
Army made into these areas and 
the imminent possibility that they 
will soon be within the country’s 
present limits. Under these cir- 
cumstances Soviet leaders feel that 
they cannot afford to have polit- 
ical uncertainties which would be 
inevitable if relations remained on 
the unstable basis they have had 
since “suspension” last April. 


Pravda not only charges that 
that portion of the underground 
which remains loyal to the Lon- 
don Government is neutral in the 
struggle with Hitler, but says that 
it actually is aiding the German 
occupants. It quotes extensively 
from the illegal press of Poland, 
and from orders, allegedly inter- 
cepted, directing Polish forma- 
tions to betray guerrillas to the 
Nazis as a service to the Polish 
cause. It is not the type of thing 
which is conducive to good feeling 
after two and one-half years of 
bloodletting such as the Soviet 
Union has endured. 


Anti-Soviet Outburst. 


3. The continued anti-Soviet 
propaganda by Polish agencies 
both in London and in the Middle 
East. (This was the thing which 
led originally to the Russian-Pol- 
ish break). Those who are not yet 
exposed to this will find difficulty 
in believing the lengths to which 
it is carried. 


From personal experience both 
in London, 18 months ago, and in 
the Middle East, during a recent 
six-week tour, I can testify to its 
extent. The highest Polish author- 
ities in the Middle East are cir- 
culating such scandalous reports 
as that the fighting on this front 
is not really fighting at all and 
that an agreement exists between 
the Russians and Germans where- 
by once the Germans retire to the 
border they will be free to fight 
the Allies in the West unham- 
pered by Red Army attacks. Noth- 
ing could be further from the 
truth, in the view of most respon- 
sible observers here. 


I have heard leading Polish of- 
ficials say that they would prefer 
German to Russian occupation. 
As one who can say something of 
German activities in Poland I find 
this impossible to understand. 
But the fact remains that the 
Poles are saying such things. 

A good case could be made for 
the view that the Soviet Union 
actually has been exceedingly tol- 
erant. 


Recruits Arrested. 


Not only are Polish circles agi- 
tating against the Soviet Union 
verbally, but they have taken steps 
also to prevent persons under their 
jurisdiction from joining the Red 
Army in battle. It seems to be 
true, on the basis of reports I 
heard in the Middle East, that 
some 50 officers and soldiers, in- 
cluding six women, have been 
jailed by Gen. Wladisiaw Anders 
in Jerusalem for daring to send a 
cable to Gen. Zygmund Berling 
offering to join his corps, which 
is now in the Red Army’s front 
line. Among them are reported to 
be former teachers, lawyers, doc- 
tors, Government officials and one 
former Polish Countess. 

Only six are said to be mem- 
bers of the Polish Communist 
party. One of the women, named 
Zulkowska, is reported to be suf- 
fering from a mental derangement 
as a result of the treatment she 
has received. 

One Russian to whom the story 
of this anti-Soviet feeling was re- 
ported, said: “It is only natural. 
That is why. they (the Poles)

LONDON, Feb. 15 (AP). 

RIME MINISTER 
P CHURCHILL was reported 

today to have replied to 
Premier Stalin’s recent letter 
on the Russian-Polish dispute, 
in a fresh attempt to bring to- 
gether Moscow, London and the 
Polish Government-in-exile. 

While there was no indica- 
tion what Churchill said, it was. 
known that he talked with 
Polish Premier Stanislaw Mik- 
olajezyk and Foreign Minister 
Tadeusz Romer before framing 
an answer, and a public state- 
ment on the latest British stand 
is expected in Churchill's next 
appearance before the House of 
Commons, 

It was also understood there 
had been an exchange of Amer- 
ican-Russian views between 
President Roosevelt and Stalin, 
with the United States inclined 
to support the British. The 
British, although apparently 
willing to accept the “Curzon 
line” as the basis for negotia- 
tion between the Russians and 
Poles, are believed to be reluc- 
tant at Stalin’s demand for re- 
moval of some members of the 
Polish Government whom Mos- 
cow considers to be anti-Soviet. 

Mikolajezyk has postponed 
his scheduled visit to Washing- 
ton, it was announced. 


were evacuatéd from the frontier 
area in the first place.” 

Britain and the United States 
have been slow to provide any 
check on these outbursts by the 
Poles. Because of their cherished 
freedom of the press, they have 
hesitated to bar the most offend- 
ing publications. Now Britain has 
taken such a step with regard to 
one of these journals (the weekly 
Wiadomosci Polskie, barred last 
Friday in London), but it seems 
to be too late. 


Meanwhile, there is a well-found- 
ed report that antagonism be- 
tween the followers of the London 
government in Poland, and those 
who look to the Red Army for 
deliverance, is being deliberately 
fanned by the Nazis, who have 
been experts fot a long time at 
dividing public opinion and para- 
lyzing activity in this way. 

What happens next is a matter 
of pure conjecture. Any change 
in the London government would 
be considered a surrender to the 
Russians. More realistically, it 
would be recognition of a. histori- 
cal situation—the end of the Pol- 
ish dream to play a role in East- 
ern Europe which is slowly but 
surely devolving on the Soviet 
Union and which, in all fairness, 
the Red Army has won by its 
sacrifices. 

It is likely that the Soviet Union 
will give increasing support to 
partisans who are active in the 
fight with the Germans. 

In the view of most observers 
here, fears that the new western | 
frontiers will be only the begin- 
ning of Soviet territorial demands 
in Europe can be completely dis- 
missed. Moscow has made its 
views perfectly plain in this re- 
gard, and most responsible per- 
sons here accept them as repre- 
sentative. :

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BRITISH EMBARGO SHIPPING 
FROM BAY OF BISCAY 10 
HALT SUPPLIES FOR NAZIS 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 15 (AP). 


ECRETARY OF THE 
NAVY KNOX _ reported 
today that the British had 
embargoed shipping through 
the Bay of Biscay as a major 
step toward halting any move- 
ment of supplies into Germany. 


He told a press conference 
that the action paralleled the 
efforts of the American fleet 
to halt blockade runners mov- 
ing from Japanese-held ports 
with war materials 
needed by Germany, 


“It will reduce to a minimum 
and eventually eliminate trans- 
port of goods to Germany 
through France,” he said. 


(In London the Admiralty 
declared “dangerous to ship- 
ping” a 7000-square-mile area 
skirting the French and Span- 
ish coasts, including most of 
the Bay of Biscay and the 
southwestern approaches to 
England.

Knox also said he thought 
the embargo would halt any 
attempt at smuggling goods 
into France or Germany from 
Spain.

Two years is a long time over- 
travel around and work hard.

Progress so far has been less!

vital base in Northern Burma be- 
fore the big rains set in three

Our advance elements now stand | 
roughly half way between ouf rail 
head in India and the Japanese | 
rail head in Burma.

Last Chance for Finland 


Uniess the Helsinki Government pursues cur- 
rent peace negotiations with Russia to a speedy 
conclusion, the United States should declare war 
on Finland, as Britain did in 1941. 

The Allied cause has tolerated enough from 
the impudent nation whose traditionally pro- 
German ruling class handed over the country— 
lock, stock and army—to Hitler and embarked 
on a treacherous course of Axis partnership with- 
out a single saving blush. American endurance 


has over-extended its limit. 


It may .be all very well to romanticize the 
case of Finland in time of peace, when Amer- 
ican lives are not part of the stakes involved 


_ {in a military gamble on the fate and future of 
Europe and the world. It may then be all very 


well to recall with over-ripe sentiment—indeed, 
as we have done, with syrupy balderdash—that 
Finland was our only debtor on the Continent 
who paid her World War I bills as they came 
due; that we admire such aspects of her culture 
as her clean-cut Scandinavian traditions, the 
stately symphonies of her great composer, 
Sibelius. 

But the truth, stark and pressingly present, 
does not lend itself to such an attitude. There 
is nothing sentimental about the sharp and damn- 
ing facts that the Finnish Government has 
welched on its debt to human decency; that 
Finland. has been at war with us behind our 
back while she smiles falsely at our face; that 
the cligue of despot Mannerheim has been since 
1936 in fondest collaboration with the German 
High Command; that Mannerheim has clung 
to his puppethood under the Nazi landlords in 
the face of mounting reluctance and unconcealed 


protests from the rank and file of Finnish people, 


hungry, persecuted, starved for peace. 


There is good reason to believe that a declara-_ 


tion of war on our part would have put an irre- 
sistible popular pressure on the Helsinki regime 
and forced Finland into peace. The potent Social 
Democratic party, and leaders like peace-maker 
Juho Paasikivi, have needed just such a dis- 
credit to the present Government to bolster their 
anti-Fascist stand, 

Instead, America hag followed a policy dic- 
tated by misguided sympathy, not by justified 
indignation. We have an emotional hangover 
from 1939-40 that does not square with the pres- 


ent. What we forget is that history, written in 


blood and graves and rubble, has proved that the 
Russian invasion of Finland was a desperately 
defensive move, made at a time when only the 
Soviet Government realized that Germany was 
plotting the enslavement of the Western world, 
and that a school of pro-Germanism and in- 
digenous Fascism in Finland had flourished since 
the signing of the Treaty of Brest-Litovsk. 

If Russia had not gone into the Karelian 
isthmus to meet the Finng at their German- 
built Mannerheim line, if Russia had not stopped 


Hitler in Poland and reclaimed the Baltics, we 


would be paying now, with American lives, the 
price of a weak Russia, of the fall of a vulner- 
able, unbastioned Leningrad. Mannerheim’s Axis 
partnership has already cost us. Our sailors and 
merchant mariners have paid dearly for the 
Finnish air bases from which American convoys 
were bombed on the icy sea lane to Murmansk, 
Finnish planes have sent our ships to the bot- 
tom of the Arctic Ocean, 

Finland, as Secretary Hull implied in a warn- 
ing in November, 1941, had a chance to get out 
of the war and even to receive from a battered 
Russia certain “territorial compensations.” She 
preferred to stick with Hitler, especially since 
it looked as if Russia faced defeat and a nice 
slice of the U. S. 8. R. could be gobbled up as a 
reward for aiding the Axis, 

Now Moscow makes the terms and quisling Fin- 
land, her democratic forces disgracefully unrep- 
resented by her present ruling class, had better 
take them. It is her great good fortune that 
the U. 8. S. R. is interested only in protection 
for Leningrad and in the establishment of a 
democratic Finnish Government.

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Concern About Food 


The future of our food supply is uncertain . 


enough to cause concern and to impel every fam- 
ily that can possibly do so to raise and can 
vegetables and fruits this year. The recent com- 
parative abundance of canned foods and even of 
meat and butter may have led many families to 
the erroneous view that there is no danger of 
shortage. 

To those who may have become complacent 
and cynical, yesterday's announcement of a dras- 
tic cut in the amount of commercially canned 
fruits and vegetables that will be available for 
the civilian population this year will be a severe 
shock. Failure to take steps to provide for the 
future may lead to even greater shock. 

Just how much food will be needed for the 
armed forces and for our allies throughout this 
year is, of course, unknown, Every civilian 
expects that the authorities whose duty it is to 
do so will take all necessary steps to see that 
those who are battling the enemy are well fed. 
Much will depend on how the invasion of Europe 
goes and how long it takes to crush the Nagis, 
Wisdom calls for plans that meet any emergency 
of prolonged and bitter struggle. If the job is 
done in short order, there will be an earlier 
return to something like normal conditions in 
the supply and distribution of food. 

Meanwhile, it is only common sense that large

reserve stocks of food shall be placed at advan- 
tageous points so as to assure that uninferrupted 
supplies may be available to the armed forces 
promptly and in sufficient quantity, no matter 
what the developments. It ig the duty of the 
home front to feed not only itself but the fighting 
front as well, 
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Sanctuaries or Soldiers? 

A delicate military and ethical problem, cre- 
ated by the Nasis when they converted the Bene- 
dictine monastery atop Mt. Cassino into a pow- 
erful stronghold, has been solved. 


+ Here is an ancient shrine, the world’s oldest 


monastery, a sacred spot to millions in Italy and 
over the world. It has been turned into a mili- 
tary strong point, dominating the countryside in 
a crucial sector of the road to Rome, Should the 
Allied forces continue to respect the building's 


religious character, or should they bombard it, 


as they would any other enemy fortification? 

The answer was given this morning when, aft- 
er a warning to the refugees in the building, 
Flying Fortresses began an attack upon it. 

Shortly after the invasion of Italy began, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt announced that it was Allied 
policy to do everything possible to prevent dam- 
age to church property. Troops in the field have 
received strict orders to the same effect. When 
military targets in Rome were bombed by Amer- 
ican planes last July 19, the greatest precautions 
were taken to avoid hitting any object of religious 
significance, 

The Nazis have craftily taken advantage of 
this policy by occupying such places, for two pur- 
poses: Immediate military gain, and the hope of 
using a possible bombardment for anti-Allied 
propaganda among Catholics. 

The Benedictine monastery, although a prized 
monument of the church, was being used to ob- 
struct the Allied advance and to take a toll 
of soldiers’ lives. Chilled and exhausted men 


returned from the scene of action to report be- 
ing harassed by snipers in the monastery and 


to relay the word from their fellow-fighters: 
“Hverybody says we ought to blow the thing 
off the map.” 3 

It is a hard necessity of war to bomb a 
structure so deeply enshrined in the hearts of 
the faithful. But when it comes to seeing sol- 
diers’ lives needlessly sacrificed in order to pre- 
serve the building, there is no real choice, The 
monastery can be replaced; it has, indeed, been 
twice rebuilt after its destruction in early wars. 
But not one of the many gallant soldiers who 
would fall if the enemy remained in his shame- 
ful misuse of religious sanctuary can be restored 
to his family. 

Religious structures are only the outward sym- 
bole of a church’s inner meaning. To see them 
destroyed in war is saddening, but the lives of 
human beings are more precious to every faith 
than its external forms. The order to attack 
Mt. Cassino was given with regret, and with 
the sole purpose of saving soldiers from death. 
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How Times Have Changed

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That Income Tax 


If the House Ways and Means Committee will 
proceed promptly with its resolution to simplify 
the Federal income tax, it will renew the courage 
of many a citizén wearied and worn by the seem- 
ingly endless task of calculating and computing, 
filling out forms and having to do them all over 
again, then never knowing amid all the confusion 
whether or not the job has been done correctly.

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Red Cross and the Japs 


If there were any longer the slightest linger- 
ing doubt that starvation and abuse of prisoners 
is.a deliberate policy of the Japanese Govern- 
ment, the new disclosures of unsuccessful Red 
Cross negotiations would remove it at once. 

Thig humanitarian organization made every 
sort of proposal to the Tokyo Government in its 
efforts to send relief supplies to Americans who 
had fallen into the enemy’s hands, It chartered 
and loaded a neutral ship, but had to unload it 
when the Japs refused a*safe conduct. It offered 
to send supplies by way of a neutral port, to 
turn over a fully loaded ship to the Japs in mid- 
Pacific, to send the foodstuffs and medicines by 
plane, to send them by Russian ships to Viadi- 
vostok for trans-shipment.

The army Gen. Marshall has served for 
42 years knows him and believes he is one 
of the greatest military leaders we have 
ever produced, The nation and the world, 
however, knows little of him, so persistently 
does he avoid personal publicity. Because 
of his position, he is never seen except as 
the correct, dignified, rather impersonal 
thinking machine. 


“No aides, no guard of honor, no bands, 
no press,” are the 
General's routine in- 
structions wherevert 
he goes. A newsreel 
man wailed, “He has 
no color!” 


Actually, George 
Marshall has plenty 
of color. He is a cor- 
dial humorous, 
friendly gentleman, 
He meets people of 
all ranks and degrees 
easily, without swank. 
He likes companion- 
ship, though he can 
have little of it these 
days. He isn’t a man 
to thump desks and 
bark orders,andheis GEN. 
cool in conference, but he can get swearing 
mad. 


As senior member of the Combined 
Chiefs of Staff—the top commanders of 
land, sea and air forces, British and Amer- 
ican—he has planned the global strategy 
and has been an increasingly dominant 
figure in the council of unity among allies, 
and is largely responsible for the success 
of British-American co-operation in arms. 


His Abilities Are Unchallenged 


Gen. Marshall has accomplished his stag- 
gering tasks smoothly, efficiently. In the 
words of a close associate, he “has never 
bumped his head against the ceiling of his 
abilities.” 


These abilities were recognized early. He 
was a very young Lieutenant when Maj. 
Gen. J. Franklin Bell publicly asserted that 
Marshall’s plans and orders, drawn in the 
course of maneuvers in the Philippines, 
were the work of the best American mili- 
tary mind since Stonewall Jackson’s. 


One of the implements of this remark- 
able ability to plan and organize within the 
limitations of supply and transportation 
facilities is a memory so prodigious that it 
has become a legend. It is a memory 
which enables him to drive home a point 
to a junior officer by citing the details of 
some incident of 1918, 


Lives Are Not Squandered 


But in the forefront of this extraordinary 
mind at all times is the consciousness that 
our armies are neither statistics visualized 
on paper nor men on a chessboard, but 
American boys. His gift for planning, his 
power of analysis, his First World War 
experience are devoted to buying victory 
with the loss of as few American sons as 
possible, 


Geo. Marshall's attitude toward Congress 
is reasonable, quiet, direct. Generals, he 
says, may win battles, but the people win 
wars and the people’s representatives have 
a right to know what the people’s army is 
doing. Of valid congressional criticism he 
said candidly, “They put ants in our pants.” 


A Captain oe the first war started, he 


came out a Colonel, Gen. Pershing’s chief 
aide and chosen companion. The relation- 
ship ripened into something almost like 
that of father and son. 


Their first encounter hardly promised 
that outcome. Pershing harshly criticised 
the performance of troops in maneuvers 
in France. With a temerity that made 
higher officers gasp, mere Capt. Marshall 
spoke up firmly. Troops should have two 
week’s preparation for any such com- 
plicated maneuvers, he said, instead of one 
day’s notice. The General looked at him 
startled, for a moment, Then he barked, 
“You’re right.” 


After the armistice, Marshall reverted to 
the rank of Major, Business men had heard 
of his organizing ability, and offered him a 
job at $20,000 a year. He refused because 
Pershing said to him, “My duty is to find 
out how to save this country from repeat- 
ing the tragic blunders which cost us so 
many lives, Stay and help me.” Pershing 
became Chief of Staff, Marshall his aide. 


Congress Failed the Nation 


The result of their work was the Na- 
tional Defense Act, providing for a trained 
army of 450,000. Congress passed the act— 
but forgot the appropriations needed to 
make it work. 


In 1939, President Roosevelt appointed 
Marshall Chief of Staff, though 34 generals 
outranked him. He patiently took over his 
job as head of an army of only 174,000 
regulars, ill-equipped, little-trained, a paper 
army starved for funds, 

He spoke, he wrote, he co-operated with 
press, film and radio to arouse the country 
to the shocking fact that we had an army 
“not ready for war, not even ready for 
defense.” He vowed that never again, as in 
1917, should American boys be sent half- 
trained into battle. “That's murder,” he 
said, 


Gen. Marshall believes that an army can 
be tough and still be democratic, “This is 
not a dictatorship,” he remarks, and urges 
his officers to teach their soldiers by telling 
them the why of things. 


Cautious But Sure in Decisions 


He stands by good officers, He watches 
for those whose health is overtaxed, gives 
them a change or a rest. He once jumped 
a Lieutenant Colonel to the rank of Briga- 
dier Genera] for being right when he him- 
self was wrong. He gives opportunity to 
efficient officers whom he does not like 
personally. 


George Marshall's qualities have been 
compared to those of many great Generals, 
“He is a man of singular eminence of mind 
and character,” says Winston Churchill. 
His few critics may murmur that perhaps 
he is too mild with his men, too cautious, 
But they have forgotten George Marshall's 
impressive jaw and pugnacious nose, and 
that, though he may take time to make 
sure he is right, when he does go ahead he 
goes ahead hard.

It runs: “Trust to 
God and Gen, Marshall.”

A Retired Admiral Rides Hard 
To Fight Air-Power Windmills 


“Why Sea Power Will Win the War,’ by Rear 
Yates Stirling Jr. (Frederick Fell, Inc., New Yor#.) 


Adm. Stirling, who retired from the Navy 
after a distinguished fighting career, ap- 
pears to have a gold-braided chip on his 
shoulder in setting forth the pre-eminent 
importance of sea power as a war arm. 
He makes out a plausible case, but in so 
doing seems to overstate the contentions of 
most air-minded military leaders. This un- 
derlying fault tends to weaken the force 
and validity of the book’s main thesis. 


For example, at the very start the author 
asserts: “It has been attempted to prove 
that air power can supplant naval power 
completely, and that warships have become 
useless adjuncts to the nction’s fighting 
forces in the winning of the war.” Few 
qualified military observers, if any, have 
urged the wholesale scrapping of sea fleets 
in favor of air armadas, in the reviewer's 
memory. But there have been innumerable 
voices stressing the importance of air power 
as a co-ordinated adjunct of land and sea 
warfare, 


With this Adm. Stirling is in complete ac- 
cord. “It is certain,” he says, “that war- 
ships have not proved themselves useless in 
this global war. In fact, in conjunction 
with the other three elements of sea power, 
they have shown themselves indispensable 
in the winning of the war. To prove this 
is the present task of the author of this 
book.” 


It is doubtful that anyone, even before 
reading Stirling’s work, would contend that 
warships were wholly dispensable. Since 
the book therefore presents no real con- 
troversial issue, the net effect is that of a 
full-throttled battle against windmills. 


The Admiral’s conclusion: “The Air Force- 
Navy team has become a reality. Air pow- 
er is sea power. The two are fighting side 
by side on every sea battlefield. Because 
of the far-reaching results attained by air 
power in co-ordination with naval power, 
and (sic) the fact that air power has now 
been fitted into its niche as an element of 
sea power should confound the critics of 


naval power.” 
6 . 


This last sentence, incidentally, is typical 
of the annoying ungrammatical structure of 
many of the author’s expressions, a fact 
that does not add to the book’s attractive- 
ness. Even more unfortunate is the au- 
thor’s habit of quoting no less an author- 
ity than himself. Perhaps the bulk of the 
book consists of quotations taken from 
Adm, Stirling’s newspaper articles; since 
most of them were written two years ago, 
this practice tends to give the geader an 
impression of untimeliness and, worst of all 
sins, dullness. 

“The air enthusiast who would stop 
building warships, but instead concentrate 
the entire war efforts of the country on 
airplanes alone,” the author says, “appears 
to be blind to the world picture.” Jf such 
air enthusiasts exist, they are indeed myopic 
in light of present war conditions, and 
should not be taken seriously—not even by

WASHINGTON. 


USSIA has placed orders with American firms under lend-lease 
for vast quantities of material and machines that will go toward 
the rehabilitation of the industrial areas of the Soviet Union 
It appears probable that the Soviets may even 


get a new Dnieperstroi Dam—or at any rate the giant turbines for 


it—under lend-lease. 


The blowing up of the $400,- 
000,000 Dnieper River project by 
the Russians themselves, in the 
face of the German advance into 
the Ukraine, was a sign to the 
world that the scorched-earth pol- 
icy was literally that. Nothing was 
to be left for the enemy. Now 
Dnieperstroi has been retaken and 


Russia is prepared to get on im- 


mediately with the work of recon- 
struction. 


Lend-lease is intended, of course, 
Solely to aid the prosécution of the 
war. But there are borderline 
cases when the rebuilding of a 
permanent facility will aid the 
Soviets to bring the war to a 
speedy conclusion. For example, a 
railroad is pushed into devastated 
territory with rails and locomo- 
tives from the United States sup- 
plied under lend-lease. Conceiv- 
ably, the swift reconstruction of 
Dnieperstroi might help toward 
the same end. 


The Postwar Possibilities. 


Russia is going to want our help 
fn her colossa] task of reconstruc- 
tion. Such an expert on the Soviet 
Union as Edgar Snow says in the 
current Saturday Evening Post 
that our opportunity to sell goods 
to Russia when the war ends and 
lend-lease is no* longer in force 
will be strictly limited. He believes 
that Stalin wants to do the job 
with as little outside help as pos- 
sible. 

But Stalin needs and will con- 
tinue to need new machines and 
new skills from America, and ne- 
cessity will continue to govern the 
Soviet policy. In spite of the re- 
cent outbursts of the old Soviet 
rancor—as witness the crack at 
Wendell Willkie, the attack on the 
Pope as a Fascist and the twisting 
of the lion’s tail in the strange sep- 
arate-peace story—the basic Soviet 
policy is one of co-operation with 
the West. One straw in that wind 
is the Sunday school behavior of 
the Communist Party in this coun- 


Earl Browder’s fantastic speech 
declaring for private enterprise 
must have been a bitter blow to 
the faithful. Dizzy from following 
the zigzags of the Communist line 
during the last five years, the 


| brethren were told that the revolu- 

tion was out the window. Or tem- 
porarily at least, since the whis- 
pering among the dwindling flock 
is to the effect that the all-out- 
for-capitalism program can in 
turn be junked once the Soviet 
fatherland is rebuilt. 

Looking back, it becomes ever 
clearer that the Communist line 
of the last decade—longer even— 
has been determined by Russian 
needs. What was good for Soviet 
foreign policy was good for the 
Communist parties all over the 
world. 

A New Party Line. 

Nowhere else was that so strik- 
ingly illustrated as here in Amer- 
ica. After ee 1939, when the 
Soviets and the Nazis were joined 
by a pact, the Communist line 
here was against participation in 
the “imperialist war.” 

But after June, 1941, al] that 
was changed. Communists did a 
right-about-face. Since then, in 
unions in which they are influen- 
tial, they have constantly opposed 
any step that would hamper all- 
out war production. They havé 
even fought against wage demands 
that might lead to a desire to 
strike, This has been a source of 
irritation to trade unionists fear- 
ful of being left behind in the eco- 
nomic scramble growing out of 
the war boom. 

In Latin America, too, the evi- 
dence of the new line is not hard 
to find. Cuba had a flourishing 
Communist party with a member 
in the Batista Government. In 
our State Department were those 
who believed a Communist revo- 
lution in Cuba was a probability 
with the war’s end. Now the Com- 
munists have converted them- 
selves into the Popular Socialist 
party. They have even abandoned 
the Communist symbol of the 
hammer and sickle, 

This is said to have been done 
with the approval, if not under the 
actual direction, of Constantine 
Oumansky, the Soviet Ambassador 
to Mexico. Ambassador Oumansky 
is an extremely clever man who 
was not sent to Mexico City by 
Stalin to enjoy the view of Mount 
Popocatapetl.

case, the face was the face of Bricker, but the voice was the voice 


of Harding. 


Nevertheless, the speech must 
be taken seriously. It is probably 
the most candid statement we 
shall get of the real mentality of 
the leaders who still control the 
Republican party. 

Their attitude is that nothing 
that has happened in a generation 
—the collapse of a peace, the revo- 
lutionizing of the greatest Eura- 
sian power, the fall of internal or 
external enemies of every Conti- 
nental European democracy, a 
distsarous world-wide collapse of 
traditional capitalist economy, and 
a new and terrible war—none of 
these events in any way disturb 
the placid certainty that the ideas 
of the Republican party deserve 
any reconsideration whatsoever. 


An Opponent of Planning. 


Under no circumstances must 
the people of the United States, 
thinking and acting as a commu- 
nity, undertake any planning for 
the more constructive use of their 
man power and materials. 

“Our war accomplishments 
prove the soundness of our tradi- 
tional system,” says Mr. Bicker. 

This just is not true. Our accom- 
plishments are the result of a 
planned, organized, and integrated 
communal effort. Our industries 
did not of themselves prepare us 
for war. They tried as long as pos- 
gible to continue business as usual. 

The war effort is-the result of 
Government plans, Government 
financing, Government debts, Gov- 
ernment contracts, Government 
rules and Government effort to 
keep profits and labor in line ac- 
cording to some standards. The 
achievement of industry inside 
this framework has been colossal, 
but to attribute it to the harmony 
of individual initiatives is utter 
nonsense, It is the result of Gov- 
ernment initiative and popular 
co-operation. 

In not one single point does 
Gov. Bricker indicate awareness 
of any postwar problem at all— 
except the problem of taxation, 
and the restoration to complete 
sovereignty of the business man’s 
view of Hfe. He is strong about 
strike legislation. He wants abso- 
lute freedom for management and 
restriction of freedom for labor. 
And he speaks in the name of the 
soldiers at the front. 


What Worries the Troops. 


I do not know how he sees into 
every soldier’s mind, But I think 
that what is concerning our troops 
more than anything else is 
whether, when they return, they 
will get jobs at sufficient wages 
to enable them to marry, live in 
a@ decent home and bring back the 
pay check every Saturday night 
without interruption of months or 
years of unemployment and de- 
pression. 

On the primary question upon 
which the future of our society 
will rest—whether we can bring 
about, in peace, as effective a use 
of our Man power and materials 
as we have done for war—on this 


question, Gov. Bricker is as silent 
as Lincoln's tomb. 

I think it worthless to listen to 
the speech of any candidate of any 
party who does not put this ques- 
tion in the very center of all con- 
siderations. All the other ques- 
tions, and especially the tax ques- 
tion, to which Gov. Bricker paid 
considerable attention, depend 
upon the answer to the primary 
question: How do you intend to 
create work for all; and thus tax- 
able income for all? : 

Gov. Bricker ignores the fact 
that the increase of state debt 
started out of a depression. He 
sees the debts, Put he does not 
calculate the losses during a dec- 
ade from idle plants and men. The 
most conservative estimate of such 
losses is 250 billion dollars, which 
is 80 billion more than the national 
debt, including the cost of war, 
to date. 

He Puts Business First. 

Gov. Bricker’s attitude, which 
is that of the Republican party 
leaders, is that the community ex- 
ists to serve business, not business 
to serve the community. He is 
so scared of Socialism that he will 
not open even a crack in his mind 
to any concept of private enter- 
prise as part of a larger social 
integration and aim. 

He rightly attacks the over-ex- 
tension of bureaucracy. Since the 
“atrogant bureaucrats” are as 
many of them Republicans as 
Democrats — particularly in the 
highest places dealing with indus- 
try—one wonders where the party 
line comes in. Nor does he seek 
to analyze the reasons for the 
vast over-extension of bureaucracy 
in the immense corporate enter- 
Sopa In fact, he analyzes noth- 
ng. 

The speech is not even reac- 
tionary. No, Gov. Bricker’s speech 
is Rip Van Winkleism. The ter- 
rors of a generation have not dis- 
turbed his comfortable sleep. 

To the Republican party: That's 
eliminated. Give us the next one.

ART MUSEUM ACQUIRES 
FANTIN-LATOUR WORK 


‘Asters in a Vase’ Second 
Painting by This Artist in 
Its Collection, 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


“Asters in a Vase,” a painting 
by the French master, Henri Fan- 
tin®Latour, has been purchased 
by the City Art Museum and is 
now on view in the gallery of 
recent accessions. 

A sensitive study in which 
white and violet blooms stand 
out in three-dimensional relief, 


“Asters in a Vase” exemplifies 
Fantin-Latour’s mastery of the 
art of flower painting. The artist, 
who died in 1904, in his forma- 
tive years assiduously copied the 
masterpieces in the Louvre, and 
the craftsmanship thus developed 
is apparent in this canvas. . 

This is the second painting of 
the artist to be added to the 
museum's collection. His portrait 
of “The Two Sisters” was pur- 
chased in 1937. In his later years

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Graft in Detroit 


Story of a Pay-Off 
And How It Grew

PERFECTLY respectable building contrac- 
tors took up the fad, and began handing out 
money to officials, Ambitious persons who de- 


sired municipal or county employment got same 
by the simple process of purchasing aituations., 
Some officials, it was brought out, were paid to 
buy products from the “right” manufacturer, or 
take out insurance for the county with the 
“right” company, or even send the indigent sick, 
at county expense, to the “right” private hospital. 

There for a time it looked like everybody was 
getting everything they wanted, and everybody 
was getting rich. Although all sorts of people 
were paying graft money, the boys in the rackets 
continued to pay more than anybody else, and 
the official who profited more than any other 
in the county administration was Prosecuting 
Attorney Duncan C. “Dunk” McCrea. 


McCREA, A HEAVY-BROWED, big-nosed 
Scot in his late fifties, was a self made man. 
He started out as a lumberjack in the Northwest. 
Then he became a railroad man, and studied law 
at odd moments while his trains whistled through 


the night. He got to be a lawyer, and moved to 
Detroit. Then, in January, 1935, he became 
Prosecuting Attorney of Wayne County. Shortly 
thereafter he became a grafter. 

McCrea appointed as his chief investigator one 
Harry Colburn, who had received his training in 
law enforcement in the hard school of a tailor 
shop. Colburn was a tailor by trade, but he un- 
derstood well enough the principal phase of his 
new job as an officer, and that was to obey the 
boss. One of the first orders Colburn carried out 
was to dispatch a detachment of “investigators” 
to the Lightner Building, where headquarters of 
the Consolidated (Racing) News Service was lo- 
cated. Deliveries of line-sheets and racing forms 
were made from this headquarters to handbooks 
in and around Detroit.

THE INTREPID MEN of the Clan McCrea 
followed the deliverymen from the racing head- 
quarters, and observed where each consignment 
of line-sheets and forms was deposited. They 
noted the name of the owner and the address of 


each place. They got a line on every book in 
Wayne County that way. 


Then, McCrea closed them all. He had them 


checked daily and saw that they stayed closed, 
the grand jury said, until the Consolidated News 
Service agreed to kick through with a $1500-a- 
month pay-off for the Prosecutor. It was testi- 
fied later that McCrea received a total of $105,- 
000 for protecting the handbooks, 

He had other sources of income, too—a pool 
formed by gamblers and downriver brothel keep- 
ers to buy protection. McCrea got the lion's share 
of $320,000 put up by these interests, but-he also 
got a four-and-a-half-year prison term, although 
he appealed to the United States Supreme Court, 
and insisted: “I never took a dishonest dime in 
my whole life.” 
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ANOTHER OFFICIAL convicted of receiving 
sums of gambling and brothel house boodle was 
Wayne County Sheriff Thomas C. Wilcox. The 
former Sheriff followed a dramatic career at one 
time, treading the boards as Simon Legree in a 
tent show version of “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” He 
was a Federal Bureau of Investigation operative 
in Detroit during the last war, and a private de- 
tective before he became Sheriff. 

His record was good until he arrived in that 
office. Unfortunately, he came in at a time when 
grafting seemed the thing to do, and he is now 
serving four and a half to five years in prison, con- 
victed of taking at least $37,000 in protection 
money. The head of the Civil Division of the 
Sheriff's office, former president of the suburban 
town of Pointe Park, a former suburban police 
chief, and numerous others were convicted in 
this case, in which 33' persons stood trial.

MEANWHILE, another sort of bribery was in 
progress elsewhere in the county building—a 
more dignified type, in which legitimate business 


men of various descriptions were paying for 
county contracts. 

The top was blown off this situation by another 
one of those letters, this time from one Emmett

who had been discharged. He showed up in the 
county building press room, and gave reporters 
a letter protesting his dismissal and making 
charges of irregularities against the County 
Board of Auditors.

Councilman John F. Hamilton 
pleaded guilty of accepting $15,000 
and Councilman Harry L Dinge- 
man pleaded guilty of taking 
$5000 in bribes, Both have com- 
pleted serving three-to-five-year 
prison terms, Councilman Rob- 
ert O. Ewald stood trial on 
charges of accepting $5000. He 
was convicted, and is still in 
prison. 


The evidence indicated that the 
three city councilmen, who repre- 
sented one-third of council’s mem- 
bership, had not sought the 
bribes. Apparently the money was 
offered on the initiative of con- 
struction firms, and the council- 
men simply failed to turn them 
down, 

The grand jury also indicted 
eight business men and four cor- 
oe in the city council 

ibery case. A short while there- 
after, one of those indicted, Abe 
Smith, president of A. Smith & 
Co. of Chicago, leaped, or fell, 
to his death from the thirteenth 
floor of a Chicago office building. 

Seymour Smith, vice president 
of the same firm, and William S. 
Iipman, president of the Lipman 
Construction Co., were convicted 
of bribery, and are now serving 
prison terms. 

The graft investigations in De- 
troit are over now. An untabulated 
number of city officials, police of- 


ficlals, county officials, officials 
of suburban towns and numerous 
racketeers, great and small, are in 
prison, or have completed serving 
their terms, or have paid fines, or 
are on probation.

He was elected on the 
strength of his work in the graft 
expose, His associate, Special 
Prosecutor Chester P. O’Hara, has 
been elected a Circuit Judge. The 
graft expose is responsible for 
that, 

And résting in an unmarked 
corner of a cemetery, beside her 
little daughter, is the body of 
Janet McDonald, the woman who 
struck the spark that caused it 
all. She wrote the graft-accusing 
letters that started the investiga- 
tion, which lasted about two years 
and cleaned up one of the great- 
est messes in recent municipal 
history. 

Janet never knew, probably 
never could have imagined in her 
wildest dreams, the far-reaching 
effeets of her letters. She was an 
insignificant piece of human drift- 
wood that drifted from Ireland, 
her homeland, to Detroit, where 
she fell in love with a cheap 


gambler named Willie McBride. 
He walked out on her, and Janet 
decided she couldn't live without 
him, 

So she wrote her letters to 
newspapers and law enforcement 
authorities, linking McBride with 
the police pay-off. She apparently 
wanted revenge for her broken 
heart, She wrote a farewell note 
to Willie, which ended: 

“Tll return and curse the soul 
of any woman you make a friend 
of until the day you die. My time 
is up, I must go now, and I’m just 
a little frightened.” Then Janet 
committed suicide, and took her 
ll-year-old daughter with her. 

And what happened to Willle 
McBride? Well, Willie lammed 
out of town when he heard of 
Janet's death, He was picked up 
drunk in Indiana, and brought 
back to Detroit, where he was 
questioned and released. 

He left town after that and 
went to Miami. Maybe he worried 
down there about Janet’s death, 
or maybe he worried about the 
trouble the grand jury might 
cause him. Anyway he drank an 
awful lot of whisky, and he lay 
around the beaches in the surf 
until he took pneumonia. 

Willie died Nov. 11, 1939, three 
months and six days after Janet's 


suicide.
